For the second year in succession 
there were no sales of Canadian oats 
to Great Britain; practically the only 
source of supply was Australia, In 
overall imports of flour there was 
a drop of 20 percent, Canada’s con- 
tribution fell by 46 percent. With the 
exception of bacon, Canada has now 
been practically eliminated from the 
United Kingdom market as a source 
‘of supply for meat. The ptomising 
beef trade has ceased, Even imports 
of bacon from Canada between Janu- 
ary and June were reduced to 225,000 
ewts, The United Kfngdom bacon 
ration, described as a “flash in the 
pan”, is now two ounces pen bead per 
week, The poultry market imported 
a total of 236,000 cwts. or nearly 
double that of the previous year. Po- 
land, Australia, Ireland and Hungary 
shared this increase, but there were no 
purchases from Canada. In dairy pro- 
ducts there was a welcome improve- 
ment of 60 per cent in imports of 
Canadian cheese. The rise in shell 
egg imports by 23 percent to 116 
thousand doz2n was principally due 
to substantial increases in imports 


from Denmark and Ireland, Canada’s , 


shipments (9,000 dozen) were only 
one-third of those recorded for the 
corresponding months of 1948, Pur- 
chases of liquid or frozen eggs to- 
talled 865,000 cwts., more than double 
the 1948 figure. Canada’s share fell 
to 2,000 cwts. as compared with 38,- 
000 cwts. in. the first half of the pre- 
vious year. The trade in dried eggs 
fas dropped from 250,000 cwts. in 
the fest six month of 1947 to 19,000

SEEDING CRESTED 4 
WHEAT GRASS 


(Experimental Farm Notes) 

The dry weather which has pre- 
vailed during the past Summer, with 
the consequent danger of a feed 
shortage, has again pointed out the 
importance of draught resistant grass- 
es which will provide some fodder 
under these conditions. Crested 
wheat grass, in addition to being very 
drought resistant, is well adapted to 
the area in question. 

Stands of this grass can be used 
for Pasture, for hay production, or 
for a combination of both, However 
since the production in any one year 
represents the cumulative growth 
from about August, until the follow- 
ing July, it is not possible to pasture 
closely late in the season and stil] 
get a good hay crop the following 
year, ' ) i 

Crested wheatgrass does best when 
seeded diréctly into a stand of annual 
weeds or into stubble, The young 
seedlings are quite susceptible to heat 
and the shade provided by the weeds 
or stubble protects the seedlings 
during the first stages of growth. 
The grass should not be seeded more 
than three quarters of an inch deep, 
For this reason it is often necessary 
to take nearly all pressure off ‘he 
drill runs. ; 

During the first year of growth 
much of the growth energy goes 
into formation of an extensive -oot 
system, As a result top growth is 
difficult to see and many stands have 
been classed as failures and plowcd 
up whereas had they been left for 
another year a good stand would have 
resulted, f 

For pasture purposes a rate of 
eight pounds per acre in solid seed- 
ings is most satisfactory. This re- 
sults in a thick, fine leaved stand 
, Waich ia readily grazed by whack. For

~ Exchange Of Farm Labour 


A RECENT ISSUE OF THE Labour Gazette gives some  intereating 
facts and figures concerning the movement of farm labour in Canada, 
While the exchange of workers between the Hast and the West at harvest 
time has gone on for many years, it is unlikely that the public is familiar 
with the extent of the interchange of workers between various parts of the 
country throughout the year, The Gazette reveals that in 1948 some 15,000 
farm labourers moved from place to place across the cotntry, from Halifax 
to Vancouver, and to the United States, to fill seasonal needs for help 
there, Last year 600 Canadians went to Maine to help with the potato 
harvest, while others went to Montana to work in the sugar beet fields 


and to Vermont to help with the production of maple sugar, 
. e s s s es 


The first organized movement of seasonal agricul- 
Workers Went turai workers took place in 1896, when Western 
wheat farms were beginning to produce rich har- 
To The West vests. Large numbers of workers were needed 
each fall, and to help to meet this situation the railways operated “harvest 
specials’, to transport men from the East who were willing to help with 
the harvests on the prairies. While this drew large numbers of workers, 
the need became apparent for a more organized arrangement for both the 
farmers and the labourers, and in 1920 the Dominion government under- 
took to give direction to this annual movement of labour. For some time 
the securing of help for the Western harvest was the main part of this 
undertaking, but as farming became more diversified the directign of sea- 
sonal workers to the districts in which their services were needed grew to 


be a more complex problem, 


This work was originally carried on by the Employ- 
Important To ment Service of Canada, but it is now under the 
Agricultural Division of National Selective Service. 
Our Econriomy In addititon, as a result of the Hyde Park Declara- 
tion of 1941, Canadian farm workers are permitted to go to the United 
States for seasonal work, and embassies are now associated in this ex- 
panding service. Of the 15,000 farm labourers who circulated throughout 
the country in 1948, some 3,000 came to the Western provinces for the 
wheat harvest, while 1,000 haymakers were moved to Ontario, and 1,200 
tobacco pickers went to Ontario and Quebec. If is apparent that these 
seasonal farm workers have become an important part of our national 
economy, and that their services are vital to farmers in all parts of the 
country. The group of willing and venturesome men who took part in the 
first “harvest excursions” have proven to be the vanguard of a permanent 
‘body of essential workers whose numbers appear to be increasing steadily.

from just one aspect of its farm 
economy—the sale of wheat to the!” 
United Kingdom, 

Total farm income, of course, isn’t 
all gravy for the farmer. Farmers 
must spend a lot of that 41,500,000,- 
000 for things like fertilizer, feed, 
gasoline and equipment. 

In other words, the farmer's costs 
are income for somebody else. 

The manufacture of farm equip- 
ment, for example, provides jobs for 
thousands of Canadians — not only 
dealers and manufacturers, but also 
for workers in transport, metals and 
dozens of other industries. 

The western prairies have been 
the traditional big market for farm 
machinery, but more and more, the 
tractor and the combine have been 
replacing the horse as the prime 
power source on eastern farms. 

“Always, subject to many local 
qualifications and special conditions,” 
Says the Federal Government of Ag- 
riculture in a survey of mechaniza- 
tion on eastern farms, it costs about 
$1,872 to outfit a 50-acre eastern 
farm, $5,845 for a 150-acre farm and 
$7,190 for a 250-acre farm. 

That works out to $28.76: per acre 
for a farm of 250 acres and $37.44 
for a farm of 50 acres, 

The department warns, however, 
that a farmer can get too much 
equipment,
